ing harvested this year at the exper­ 
iment farm of the United States De­ 
partment of Agriculture 
at Arling­ 
ton, Va. The soybeans were brought 
from 
Japan, 
China, 
Manchuria, 
Korea, and Formosa by W. J. Morse, 
who spent two years studying and col­ 
lecting them. 
Growing all these varieties at the 
Arlington Farm of the department is 
the first step in introducing new va­ 
rieties 
in 
different 
regions of this 
country. 
Next year seed from these 
soybeans will 
be sent to experiment 
stations in various parts of the coun­ 
try for further testing. No seed will 
be available for general distribution, 
however. 
Soybeans are being used in many 
experiments.

The field is the best place to select 
seed corn for next year’s

In the corn belt most farm ers select 
their seed from the field, although in 
Southeast Missouri 
it is more

practice to select in the crib. 
In se­ 
lecting corn in the field, ears which 
hang down should be selected because 
this tendency prevents 
water 
from 
running down into the ear and mold­ 
ing and rotting the grain. 
Ears should be taken from stalks 
which have two good ears and it is 
advisable to select 
ears 
which 
are 
grown at the proper height on 
the 
stalks. Ears produced too high retard 
shucking and make 
the 
gathering 
more expensive. 
Seed corn should be 
stored carefully, and if possible hung 
out of reach of rats and mice. 
It is 
always best to nub and but the seed 
ears before planting. 
While proper 
selecting for seed for one year will 
not get all of the desired character­ 
istics this selection over a period of 
years will show results, and is much 
better than merely picking out 
good 
ears from a crib. 


Moisture stored in the kernels 
of 
popcorn is converted into steam when 
the corn is heated, and it is the press­ 
ure of this steam which causes pop­ 
corn to pop. Corn will not pop well if 
it contains too little or too much mois­ 
ture, say cereal specialists 
of 
the 
United States Department of Agri­ 
culture. 
Popcorn stored where it is 
in contact with the outside air usually 
will have the right amount of mois­ 
ture for popping. 
If it is too 
moist 
exposure in a heated room will dry 
it out.

Few Americans know that the orig­ 
inal Presidential 
Thanksgiving Pro­ 
clamation was lost for over a hundred 
years; that it was found at an auction 
sale in 1921; that it was bought by 
the Library of Congress for $300; and 
that it now reposes in the archives of 
that institution—one of the most val­ 
uable documents in the world. 
The 
Division of Information and Publica­ 
tion of the George Washington 
Bi­ 
centennial Commission, 
in 
a 
state­ 
ment issued today, relates the story 
of the lost proclamation. 
On 
September 
25, 
1789, 
Elias 
Boudinot introduced 
the 
following 
resolution in the House of Represen­ 
tatives: 
“Resolved, That a joint committee 
of both Houses be directed to wait 
upon 
the 
President 
of the United 
States, request that he would 
recom­ 
mend 
to 
the 
people of the United 
States a day of public Thanksgiving 
and prayer, to 
be 
observed by 
ac­ 
knowledging, with 
grateful 
hearts, 
the many signal favors of Almighty 
God, sepecially by affording them an 
opportunity to establish a Constitu­ 
tion of government 
for their safety 
and happiness”. 
Harmless as this resolution seems, 
there were objections to it. 
In read­ 
ing the Annals of Congress of 
that 
period, we find 
that 
Representative 
Aedanus Burke of 
South 
Carolina 


thought we should not mimic Europe 
“where they made a mere mockery of 
thanksgiving”. 
The 
original 
Proclamation 
of 
Thanksgiving, and, indeed, the 
first 
Presidential proclamation ever issued 
in the United States, reads as follows: 
“By the President of the 
United 
States of America. 
“Whereas it is the duty of all na­ 
tions to acknowledge the providences 
| of Almighty God, to obey his will, to 
be grateful for his benefits, and hum- 
| bly to implore his 
protection 
and 
j favor— and Whereas both Houses— 
Congress have by their joint commit­ 
tee requested me to recommend 
to 
j the people of the Unitd States a day 
of public thanksgiving and prayer, to 
be observed by acknowledging 
with 
grateful hearts the many signal fa ­ 
vors of Almighty God, especially 
by 
affording them an opportunity to es- 
i tablish a form of 
government 
for 
their safety and happiness, 
i 
“Now, therefore, I do 
recommend 
and assign Thursday, the 26th day of 
November next, to be devoted by 
the 
people of these States to the service 
of that grat and glorious Being who 
is the beneficent Author of all 
the 
good th a t was, that is, or that will be 
—That we may then all unite in ren­ 
dering until him our sincere and hum­ 
ble thanks—for his kind care and pro­ 
tection of the People of this country 
previous to their becoming a Nation— 
for the signal and manifold mercies 
and the favorable 
interpositions 
of 
His providence, which we experienced 
in the course and conclusion of the 
later w ar—for the great degree 
of 
tranquility, union, and plenty, which 


we have since enjoyed—for the peace­ 
able and rational manner in which we 
have been enabled to establish con­ 
stitutions of government for our safe­ 
ty and happiness, and particularly the 
national One now lately instituted— 
for the civil and religious liberty with 
which we are blessed and the means 
we have of acquiring and 
diffusing 
useful knowledge; and in general for 
all the great and various favors which 
He hath been pleased to confer upon 
us. 
“And also that we may then unite 
in most humbly offering our prayers 
and supplications to the great Lord 
and Ruler of Nations, and beseech Him 
to 
pardon 
our 
national and other 
trangressions—to enable us all wheth­ 
er in public or private stations, 
to 
perform our several and relative du­ 
ties properly and punctually—to ren­ 
der our national government a bless­ 
ing to all the people by constantly be­ 
ing a Government of wise, just, and 
constitutional 
laws, 
discreetly 
and 
faithfully executed and 
obeyed—to 
protect and guide all Sovereigns and 
Nations 
(especially 
such 
as have 
shown kindness to us) and to 
bless 
them with good Government, peace 
and concord. 
To promote the knowl­ 
edge and practice of true religion and 
virtue, and the 
increase 
of science 
among them and us—and generally to 
grant unto all mankind such a degree 
of temporal prosperity as He alone 
knows to be best. 
“Given under my hand at the City 
of New York the third day of Octo­ 
ber in the year of our Lord 1789. 
(Signed) George Washington”.

Eating Is the biggest thing In a 
puppy’s life, and what and how he 
eats will either make or break him, 
according to the Foundation. “Little 
and often" is probably the best rule of 
successful puppy rearing. Feed four 
or five times a day from weaning time 
till four months of age and no more 
than four times a day at six months. 
Increase the ration as you decrease the 
number of feedings, but never serve 
more than just a trifle over what the 
puppy will eat up quickly. When the 
average puppy is at the end of twelve 
months ready to enter full tloghood, 
he should be getting no more than 
two meals a day, and preferably one. 
If the puppy does 
ot finish the meal 
provided for him, what remains must 
be removed in a few minutes and 
nothing else should be given until 
the next feeding hour. 
By nature the dog Is a meat eat­ 
ing animal, but under today’s domes­ 
ticated conditions, fresh raw meat 
from the butcher's Is much too con­ 
centrated a diet. Research workers 
who have given thought to this prob­ 
lem In recent years have been able to 
develop scientifically-balanced canned 
meat foods which have taken all the 
guess out of dog and puppy feeding. 
They contain all the elements neces­ 
sary for proper growth and develop­ 
ment 
Both pupplea and dogs espe 
claliy relish those made from horse 
meat A part of ¿very puppy’s ration 
should be some dry food which has 
been softened with milk or water. 
This may be only a teaspoonful at 
six weeks, but should be increased 
with the size and condition of the 
animal. As the puppy grows older 
and Its teeth stronger, dog biscuits 
In kibbled or whole form may be sub­ 
stituted. The biscuits afford the ex­ 
ercise demanded by the puppy’s jaw 
and serve to keep his teeth clean. 
Teach your puppy to eat at a regu­ 
lar place and time. Having regular 
feeding times will be a big aid in 
housebreaking him. Make it a prac­ 
tice to take him out for a walk short­ 
ly after feeding.

TAX INCREASE ON 
‘l it h e f e l l o w 


Washington, November 20.—Demo­ 
crats served notice today they would 
oppose any attem pt to increase taxes 
on the “little fellow”. 
This was their answer to Secretary 
of Treasury Mellon’s proposals 
for 
increased normal taxes, lowering of 
exemptions to make more persons pay 
taxes, and a “selective” sales tax on 
such “semi-luxuries” as 
automobiles 
and radios. Mellon wants to raise a 
billion dollars to balance the budget. 
The Mellon program, which also in­ 
cludes some increases in surtax rates 
on large incomes, has been endorsed 
by several senate administration lead­ 
ers. 
Representative Collier, Mississippi, 
Democrat, who may be chairman of 
the House Ways and Means Commit­ 
tee, made it plain that he would fight 
any program which increased taxes on 
the small taxpayer. 
He said the larger incomes should 
bear the brunt of the increase. But 
he was very careful to emphasize that 
they do not intend to put an undue 
burden upon wealth, business or 
in­ 
dustry. 
The 
Mellon 
program 
is drafted 
along lines of the 1924 revenue act, 
which if followed would provide nor­ 
mal rates of 2 per cent on the first 
$4000 taxable income, 4 per cent on 
the next $4000, and 6 per cent above 
that. 
Present normal rates are 1%, 
3 and 6, 
respectively. 
Exemptions 
of the 1924 law were $1000 for single 
persons and $2500 for married per­ 
sons. 
Present exemptions are $1500 
and $3500.

“Perhaps there is no more critical 
age for our children than from one to 
six”, says Inez 
S. 
Willson, 
home 
«eonomist. Every mother of a young­ 
ster between those ages will fine ‘The 
Child From One to Six—His Care and 
Training’ a source of much valuable 
information. This is a publication of 
the Children’s Bureau, U. S. Depart­ 
ment of Labor, and may be secured for

Mothers can place complete reliance 
in this book, sinee it is the work of 
well-known authorities in the differ­ 
ent fields which it covers. Some folk 
may scoff at bringing up a child 
by 
book, but a little advice from experts 
never comes amiss. 
One section of the twelve whech the 
book contains is devoted to “Food and 
Eating Habits”. 
Perhaps no other 
one thing is the source of more diffi­ 
culty than what and how the young­ 
sters should eat. 
According to this book, the follow­ 
ing is what a well-balanced diet for 
the average child from one to 
six 
should contain: 
A pint and a half of whole 
milk 
each 
day, but never 
more than 
a 
quart. Too much milk will make the 
child neglect other essential foods. 
Fruits once or twice daily, includ­ 
ing a t least one raw food. 
One or more fresh vegetables a day, 
with green, leafy vegetables at least 
three or four times a week. 
A starchy vegetable, potatoes, rice, 
or macaroni, once a day. 
An egg daily. 
A serving of fresh meat or fish daily 
by the time the child is 18 months old; 
before 
that 
three 
or four times a 
week. 
Cereal once or twice a day. 
Bread and butter two or three times 
a day. 
Cod-liver oil daily, at least -for chil­ 
dren under two years of age.

why all these different foods are re­ 
quired daily, but since meat in

young child’s diet has been and ,is a 
moot question, it may be well to tell 
the reason it is included. 
“Meat and fish supply valuable pro­ 
teins, minerals, and vitamins”.

the liner Lusitania were 
announced t 
here tonight by D. B. Lewis, treasur-1 
er of the Lake-Bailey Lusitania Expe- j 
dition, the headquarters of which arc 


in this city.

The originators of the scheme 
to I 
salvage objects of interest from 
the ( 
famous vessel, which was torpedoed, 
off the head of Old Kinsale, Ireland, 
on May 7, 1915, are Simon Lake, the j 
submarine builder and invention, and j 
Capt. H. H. Railey, who was the per-, 
sonal representative of Admiral Byrd 
during the Antarctic expedition. 
Mr. j 
Lewis said that the latter will be the 
leader of the present expedition 
and 
that Mr. Lake will be the chief 
of 
technical operations. 
Negotiations with the British 
Ad­ 
miralty and 
others 
are now under 
way, Mr. Lewis said, and it is hoped 
that the salvage work will be start­ 
ed within two months. The work is to 
be carried out largely by the aid of a 
steel tube long enough to be lower­ 
ed to the decks of the Lusitania at a 
depth of about 200 feet. 
The tube, dropped as a “steel-inclos­ 
ed stairway” 
with 
an 
observation 
chamber near the lwoer end, was in­ 
vented by Mr. Lakee and has, accord­ 
ing to Mr. Lewis, been tested in the 
English Channel. 
From the observation chamber, Mr. 
Lewis explained, a diver can descend 
onto the wreck, and by means of pow­ 
erful lighting apparatus the scene 
amply illuminated, it is plan­ 
ned, Mr. Lewis added, to take a series 
of photographs of all parts of 
the 


vessel.

Capt. Railey has been in England 
for the past six weeks, working on 
the project. 
While it is considered 
that the Lusitania lies eight miles out 
at sea, and therefore in a sort 
of 
“No-Man’s Sea”, the permissiou 
of 
the British Admiralty is not essen­ 
tial. 
Nevertheless, Mr. Lewis 
said, 
the approval of that body, as well as 
that of the Liverpool and London War 
Risk Association, were being sought, 


if not for anything else, as a matter j 
of courtesy. 
The wreck of the Lusitania, 
Mr. 
Lewis said, is regarded as “abandon­ 
ed property”. 
The liner was sunk in 
240 feet of water and investigations 
have shown that the wreck is in an 
upright position, making salvage op­ 
erations less difficult. 
A buoy marks 
the spot where the ship sank. 
“We hope to have divers on 
the 
wreck within two months”, said Mr. 
Lewis, “and we expect that the sal-j 
vage work w’ill be com pleted in an­ 
other two months at the most . 
He added that the expedition 
will 
use a specially constructed trawler 
and a launch for the operations. 
Of 
the articles recovered, he said, 
it 
was expected that several, especially 
o historic interest, will be placed in 
museums. 
The tube, which was invented 
by 
Mr. Lake shortly before the outbreak 
of the World War, was to have been 
used for the salvaging of the British 
frigate Lutine in the English Chan­ 
nel. It is now at Brightlingsea, Eng­ 
land, following a series of deep-sea 
tests. 
It is 5 feet in diameter, but 
the observation chamber is 8 feet wide 
and capable of holding several 
per 
sons at the same time. 
Bothe Amer­ 
ican and English divers, 
Mr. Lewis 
said, would be employed in the work. 
He estimated that the water pressure 
would be approximately 85 pounds, 
and that divers 
would 
be able 
to 
work withQut difficulty. 
The salvage vessel Artigli II, which 
has been used 
on 
the sunken liner 
Egypt, had far more serious 
condi 
tions to meet. The Egypt lies in 400 
feet of water. 
The Lusitania was torpedoed 
at 2 
p. m., by the German submarine U-20, 
Commander Walther 
Schweiger, and 
sank in eighteen minutes.

1198 persons who lost their lives 124 
were Americans, including Alfred G. 
Vanderbilt, Charles Frohman and El­ 
bert Hubbard.
